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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5, 7-19, 22, 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US 2001/0012502 A1 to Okumura et al. 

Paragraph no. 01 19 in the Okumura et al. reference describes a complex oxide 
containing at least one element selected from the group consisting of cerium, 
lanthanum, yttrium, neodymium and praseodymium and also at least one 
element selected from the group consisting of titanium, manganese, iron, cobalt, 
nickel, copper and tin. The weight ratio of the lanthanide element to the other 
(non-lanthanide) transition metal ranges from 1 :20 to 100:1 . There is significant 
overlap between the members of the Applicants' Markush group and the 
members of the Markush group of the Okumura et al. reference. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants' claims 20 and 21 have not been rejected under either 35USC102 or 
35USC103 because claim 20 is limited to composition comprising 3 to 20 % by 
weight of a metal oxide from the lanthanide serie, and this weight percentage is 
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not taught or suggested in the Okumura et al. reference. Applicants' claim 25 
has not been rejected under either 35USC102 or 35USC103 because the claim 
is limited to the combination of lanthanum oxide or cerium oxide as well as 
zirconium or an oxide thereof, and this particular combination is not taught or 
suggested in the Okumura et al. reference. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants' arguments submitted with their Amendment filed on Aug. 21 , 2008 
with respect to the pending claims have been considered but are moot in view of the 
new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicants' amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP

The Applicants have amended their claim 1 to recite significant overlap between 
the Markush group of Applicants' claim 1 and the Markush group of U. S. 2001/0012502 
A1 to Okumura et al., and the Applicants did not further limit the lanthanide metal or 
oxide to be present in an amount ranging from 3 to 20 percent by weight in their claim 1. 
The Applicants have introduced a new claim 24, but there is nothing in this claim to 
distinguish it from the Okumura et al. reference - hence, the finality of this Office Action 
is deemed proper.
